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On King Charles’s Vitfory in Spain, and itsConfequences. To endbte him to purfue st, uw the bet 
way to defeat the French King’s treacherous League for dividing the \Welt-Indies with the Duke 
of Anjou, while be chican’d with us about the Preliminaries ; and to blaft the Hopes of the French 
Court by dividing us among our felves, and breaking us with our Allies. The Confederates bave 
reafon to be jealous of the flavifh French Principles, fo boldly advanc’d among 1s. The EleGor 
of Hanover’s being here, in concert with ber Majefty and ber Allies, the mot likely method to 
defeat the Hopes of our Enemies at home and abroad. 
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Countrym. E havea fighting Story from 
Spain at laft, Mafter; by 
which it appears that Charles 
the Third, who is the Par- 
liamentary or Conftitution-King, according to the 
Laws of Caftile and Aragon, and feveral Treaties, 
has beat the D.of Axjou, who is the Deputy at 
Jeaft of the Sure Divino or Hereditary King. I 
hope 'tis a good Omen, elpecially fince her Ma- 
jelty’s General and Troops bad fo great a fhare in 
the Victory, that the Family of Hanover, who 
are our Parliamentary Succeffors, fhall be able at 
laft, under her Majefty’s Aufpices, to conquer all 
their open and fecret Enemies, and to triumph 
over the pretended Fure Divino and Hereditary 
Right of the Popifh Line. But pray give me your 
Opinion of that Victory and its Confequences. 

Obf. I look upon it to be a very opportune Pro- 
vidence, Roger. We may he by the Looks, and 
hear by the Difcourfe of the rampant Fadtion, 
that it has put Water into their Wine. They 
made extravagant Rejoicings at the moderate Sen- 
tence upon their Champion of Slavery, Sacheverel ; 
but were perfectly ftrack dumb upon the News of 
this ViQory, and had not fo much as a Candle or 
a Faggot to beftow upon it. Inftead of drinking 
to K. Charles's Health and further Succefs, they 
expre(s'd their Uneafinefs at bis Victory: fome of 
’em with’d that General Stanhope had been woun- 
ded in the Heart inftead of the Shoulder, and 
could not forbear to let all about chem know that 
they cefir’d he might be recall’d and difgrac’d, and 
a ftop put to K. Charles's progrels. They are ter- 
ribly mortify’d, that one of the Managers of the 
Houfe of Commons, who had fo foundly cudgel’d 
the black Apoitle of Frexch Tyranny and Slavery 
at the Bar, fhould have the honour of contributing 
fo glorioully to defeat the French and traitorous 
Spanify Troops in the Field, or that at lea(ft no- 
thing of the Glory of it could be fo much as pre- 
tended to by their Defatto Friends, in order to 
make them pafs upon the Nation for true Patriots, 
inftead of Betrayers of our Conftitution. 

Countrym. But pray, Matter, give me your Opi- 
nion of the Confequences cof this Victory. 

Ob/. If it be duly improv'd, Roger, by fupport- 
ing K. Charies with Men and Mony, fo as he 
may nt be depriv'd of the fruits of this Succels, as 
you know when he was of others; I hope the 
Confequence will be the {pecdy Recovery of the 
whole Span: Monarchy and the Wef-Indies to the 
Houle of Avfriz: which her Majelty and the Par- 
liament bave both declar’d again and again to have 
been the main Caufe of the War, and that they 
wouid be fatisfy’d with nothing lels. But if King 
Charles and his Generals be cifccuray’d, and left 
to profecute the War without a Sufficiency of Men 


and Mony 5 we can expect no other Effects of 
this Victory than we had from that over the French 
before Barcelona, and the Earl of Peterborough’s 
Campaign of Valentia. 

Countrym. I hope there’s no fear of that, Ma- 
fter ; for K. Charles is now reinfore’d by {0 confi- 
derable a Body of Gallant Troops, and has given 
the Duke of Anjou fuch an effectual Blow by ruin- 
ing his Cavalry, which is always the main Strength 
of a Spanifh Army, that I hope he will be able to 
pufh on. 

Obf. | hope fo too, Roger. We are concern’d 
in Intereft to fupport him. For by this Victory 
Providence has given us an opportanity to break 
the Yoke whichthe French King had prepar’d for 
the Neck of Europe, by the perfidious Treaty he 
made with the Duke of Anjou, whilft he was chi- 
caning with the Allies about the Preliminaries, on 
purpofe to divide them and gain time. 

Countrym., Pray what Treaty was that, Matter ? 

Obf. ’Twas to divide the Spznifh Weft-Indies be- 
twixt the Spaniards and French, Roger , which in 
plain Englifp was to give all the Wef-Indies to the 
French Court, who had they once got pofleflion of 
the pare they defir’d, would foon have laid claim 
to the refit, asthe Lion didin the Fable: who not 
being fatisty’d with his allotted Share of the Prey, 
rob’d his Confederate Brutes of the Whole. 

Countrym, But are you fure the French King and 
Duke of Anjos made fuch a Treaty, Matter ? 

Oof. Yes, yes, Roger, there's no room to doubt 
it. The French King is like the Brokers and Bai- 
liffs ; he will be pard by both Parties, if he can : 
his Plenipotentiaries would fain have had the King- 
doms of Sicily, Sardinia and JVaples, and the Stato 
delli Prefidii, or Garifons on the Coaft of Tufcany, 
by Treaty from the Allies ; and he was fure of the 
Weft Indies from the Duke of Avjou, in lieu of the 
Spanifh Netheriands, which he had {tipulated for at 
the beginning of the War, but is now depriv’d of 
by the Victorious Arms of the Allies under the 
Glorious Conduét of the Duke of Marloorough and 
Prince Eugene. 

Countrym, This proves K, Charles’s Victory to be 
an oppertune Providence indeed, Matter, and that 
‘tis our Intereft to fuppurt him fo as he may be able 
to profecute it. 

Obf. Tis certainly fo, Roger: or the French 
King never feem’d to have a fairer opportunity to 
grafp the Univerfal Monarchy than he had before 
this Victory, contidering the unnatural Divifions, 
Rebellions, and Seditions he had rais’d among us 
here by Sacheverci and other Agents, by the open 
Contempt the Fattion have been embolden’d to 
throw upon her Majeity and the Parliament, and 
by their publick avowing fuch Principles and Prac 
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other Enemies to her Majelty’s Title and Govern- 
ment, astend not only to fetus together by the 
Ears among our felves, but to break us with our 
Allies, and to deftroy their Confidence in us. 

Countrym. Cheartily wifh they have not had too 
much Succefs that svay already, Mafter ; for | 
have been inform’d by fome Gentlemen, lately 
come froin Holland, that they talk‘of us there as 
a fluctuating unfteddy People, who are not to be 
rely’d upon; that one half of us leem to be bit by 
amad Dog, or ftung with a Tarantula, They 
are furpriz’d to find themfelves condemn’d as_Ort- 
ginal Rebels, for refifting and thaking off the 
Yoke of their Tyrannical Hereditary Princes, 
wherein they were aflifted and approv’d by Queen 
Eliz beth, and King fames, and by all the Trea- 
ties that our other Princes have made with them 
fince. They are perfectly fill’d with Amazement, 
to hear thatthe Revolution, wherein they had fo 
great a hand, is condemn’d as a Kebellion, and 
the glorious Prince that headed it as an Ufurper. 
Nor are they lefs concern’d to find that fach Prin- 
ciples are (0 boldly advane’d, as ftrike at her Ma- 
jelty’s Title, and the Proteftant Succetlion in the 
Houfe of Hanover, which they are engag’d by 
Treaty to maintain. The Friends of the Houfe of 
Aufiria are no lef alarm’d, fince by thofe Princi- 
ples they find the Concurrence, which they gave 
to the Revolution, is alfo damn’d, and by confe- 
quence their Title to Spain; for the Houle of 
Bourbon has certainly a juft Claim to it, if the 
Do@rine of an indefeafible Hereditary Right be 
Divine. Therefore they cannot tee how Men of 
thofe Principles can in Confcience approve the 
Afliftance which her Majefty has hitherto given 
them, or be for continuing it in time to come, 
which su certainly weaken the Hands of our 
Allies, if thofe Principles fhould prevail. 

Obf. 1 can’t fay, Roger, they have any great 
reafon to put Confidence in Men of thofe Princi- 
ples, who if they be trae to what they profeis, 
mu lay all the Obftru@ions in their way that 
they can; and if they be able, by their meafures, 
to hinder the Recovery of Spaim and the Wef- 
Indies, or to effecta precipitant Peace bya Treaty 
of Partition, it muft certainly fix the Yoke of 
Slavery upon the Neck of all Chriftendom. We 
may fee by the Article from London, in the Paris 
Gazette uf the 16th, what Hopes the French enter- 
tain of creating Divifions betwixt us and the 
Dutch : that was the old Game they play’d in the 
Reign of King Charles 11. by the Women and o- 
thers they kept about him as Earwigs; but Thanks 
be to God, her Majefty is acted by other Principles, 
and perfectly underitands that her own Title and 
Poffeflion, as well as the Reverfion in the Houfe of 
Flanover, depends wholly, under God, upon the 
Support of the Confederacy, and our pretent Con- 
ftitution; fo that the Enemies of our Happinefs 
muit certainly meet with their own Ruin in their 
Attacks upon either. Therefore they flateer them- 
felves in vain with the Hopes of fuch a Peace, as 
may enable the French King to fend over the Pre- 
tender, and fupport him on our Throne. Their 
new treafonable Schemes of Refignations and Re- 

ftorations will certainly fail thems; our Allies 
know too well the Confequence of having a Popith 
Prince of French Education upon the Throne of 
Great Britain, to jook on as unconcern’d Spe@a- 
tors; and her Majeity reigns too much in the 
Hearts of her Subjects, for her Enemies to enter- 
tain any Hopes of dethrouing her by Fraud or by 
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fent a Miuifter to Hanover, Matter ; a gdod Cor. 
refpondence with that Court wil! effectualty b at 
the Hopes of our Enemies. If it (hould oles 4 
God to order it fo, as that iluilrious and men 
Prince may come hither, and be in fach a Pog - 
is confiftent with his Dignity, and the Interelt - 
her Majefty and her High Allies, as | hope mo. 
eafily be concerted, it would difappoint alt the 
Expectations of the Courts of /erJiilles and St. Gy, 
mains, Our Enemies athome, who are bit by nic 
Dogs and Tarantula’s, might then dance chemlelves 
to death, in hopes of the Revolutions which Lejje,_ 
Sacheverel, and the reft of the Highflying Tribe 
have fed them with, by reviving the Do@rines of 
Slavery, without ever feeing them take effe@, 
Obf. 1 am: perfectly of your Mind, Roger. 
therefore here’s a Bumper to the EleCtor’s happy 
Arrival, andto a good Harmony betwixt her Mia. 
jefty, that Prince, and cur other Confederates - 
that’s the only Mufick, fo far as I can perceive, 
that’s able to prevent our mad Country mens being 
dane’d to death by the Freacis Tarantula’s of Up- 
limited Paflive-Obedience, Non-Refiltance, and 
Hereditary Right.
